• An industrial explosion occurred at Altex Technologies. Altex Technologies is located in an industrial area and specializes in 

alternative fuels. The explosion was possibly due to a combustion of nickel hydride and jet fuel, but this is unconfirmed. 

• Units at scene are treating two individuals with minor injuries.  

• This incident is being treated as a hazardous materials incident; however, there are no current hazardous readings on any of 

their monitors. 

• The incident is static.  

• There are no requests for assistance or unmet needs. 

• Per the Cal OES FDO at 1515 hours, The incident is concluding. This afternoon Hazmat crews entered the business and deemed it safe 

and all roads surrounding the facility have been reopened.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS BY REGION: 

 

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA  

The upper level high pressure area in the Eastern Pacific will drift to the southwest today as a low pressure trough and cold front 

move into the Pacific Northwest from the Gulf of Alaska. Clouds will increase in Northern California today and light rain showers 

are possible in far Northwestern California prior to sunset. Scattered showers will spread across the mountains north of the 

Willits/Redding/Susanville line overnight, and over all of Northern California on Friday. Some spots in the northern and eastern 

mountains may see as much as 1 inch of water equivalent precipitation and the valleys and lower elevations will only see a trace 

to 0.20 inches until this event ends early Sunday. Snow levels will start out this afternoon near 5,000 feet and drop to 3,500 feet in 

the north and 5,000 feet in the south on Friday. Snow levels near 3,500 feet in all areas on Saturday. Some clearing is expected 

Sunday as high pressure briefly moves in and produces a dry north-northeast surface wind pattern. The flow aloft will remain 

northerly and a second southward moving front will reach Northern California Monday and spread light precipitation across the 

same areas with similar snow levels through early Tuesday. High pressure will return during the middle and latter part of next 

week. 

 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 

Temperatures will cool a few degrees and minimum humidity will increase to 20% to 40% today as high pressure off the California 

Coast moves further offshore. Maximum temperatures will be in the 50s to low 60s across the mountains and in the mid 60s to mid 

70s in the valleys today. Winds will be southwest to northwest 5 to 15 mph today. An area of low pressure currently off the British 

Columbia Coast will move southward and be over Northern California Saturday before dropping into Central and Southern 

California Sunday. This low pressure area will be followed by another low directly behind it and it will move over the region early 

next week. Temperatures will cool to near normal Friday and then be 5 to 10 degrees below normal Saturday through early 

next week. Showers will form from a Monterey/Fresno County line northward starting Friday afternoon and then spread across the 

remainder of the region Friday night and Saturday morning. Periods of showers will continue through early next week. Most foothill 

and mountain locations will receive between 1 and 2 inches of rainfall and most coastal and valley areas will get between 0.50 and 

1 inch of rainfall through early next week. The snow level will be between 4,000 and 5,000 feet and up to 2 feet of new snow could 

fall above 7,000 feet. Westerly winds of 20 to 30 mph with gusts to 50 mph will surface across the mountain ridges and desert 

passes Friday afternoon through Saturday evening and then again Monday afternoon through Monday night.
